London, NNavember 26. 
Yefterday arrived the Mails from Holland. 


Cadiz, 29. 
N the 23d Inftant, out Fleet failed 
from this Port, confifting of 4 Ships 
of War, 40 Tranfpert Ships, and 80 
Tartans, having on board 20000 Mea, 
abundance of Provifion, and a great Train of 
Artillery. This Fiect advanced to the Streights 
Mouth upon the 24th Inftant, but the Wind 
turning contrary, it came back on the 26th io 
fight of this Port: The Wind came fair on the 
27th Inftant, and the Fleet failed again that 
Day; and as there 1s no doubt of its. having 
pafied the Streights, we impatiently expe@ the 
next Letters with an Account of the Succefs 
of the beginning of the Expedition. We are 
Rill without News fromthe Weft-Indies. 

Rome, Nov 9. The Pope was taken very ill on 
the 3d Inftant, which Indifpofition of bis Holinefe 
caufed a mighty Alarmover the whole Palace, and 
an Exprefs was immediately difpatched to Soriano, 
to acquaint Cardinal Albani, the Pope’s Nephew, 
with that ill News: But after the Phyfitians bad 
confulted, and given his Holinefs fome Remedy, he 
wae pretty well recovered in 2 or 3 Days, and gave 
Audience on the 6th Inftant to an Officer of the 
Inguifition. On the 5th Inftant Cardinal Albani 
came away Poft from Soriano 3 and Cardinal Giu- 
dice returned to Albano, to be prefent at a Con- 
regation at the Holy Office. A Detatchment of 
Soldiers is ordered from the Fortreffxs in the Ec- 
clefiaftical State to reinforce the Guards pofted on 
the Sea Coafts, for preventing Perfons coming to 
this State from Places fulpeéted of the Plague, Car- 
dioal Cienfucges has appointed the Abbé Graffi to 
be his Auditor, who was formerly Auditor to Car. 
dinal Althan in this City. 
‘Warfaw, Nov. 13. The Diet being difolved on 
the 5th Inftant, *tis faid that the King will appoint 
another to be held on the 11th of September of 
the enfuing Year: Yeflerday the Council of Sena- 
tors affembled to deliberate on proper Means for 
maintaining the publick Tranquility of this King- 

dom, which: feems to be threatned with approac 
ing Troubles through the variety of Difcontents in 
the Government,’ with refpe& to reftoring the 


Crown-Generals to the Chief Command of the 


Army. On the 8th Inftant arrived here Prince 
Lubormirfki, whom the King had fent to Sweden 
to Congratulate his Swedifh ajelty on his Accef- 
fion to the Throne ; accordingly, the Prince has 
had the honour of reporting to his Polifh Majefty 
the Succefs of his Commiffien. On the roth In- 
ftant Count Edeordy the Imperial Ambaffadour 
made his Publick Entry to thie City. Some Advices 
from Dantzick fay, that it wae ramouréd there that 
the Czar was upon the point of executing fome con- 
fiderable Defign, and that the Mufcovite Fleet 
was at Sea ; but both thofe Rumonrs are looked 
upon to be without a real Foundation ; as is likewife 
that other Report of the Czar’s being at Sea. The 
contagious Diftemper continues to be rife in the 
Provinces of Leopol and of Podolia, and in fome 
part of the Palatinate of Cracovia.

* General, for burning the Ship that arrived here 
* lately from Marfeilles, and two others from the

* ted them, by reafon, as “tis reported; out of 
‘ Complaifance to the Magiftrates of Amfterdam,

faid Ship ; their High Mightineffes are exceed- 
ingly offended at this Proceeding, and have de- 
* manded that a Depatation be fent them immedi- 
* ately, to give an Account of the Caufe of this Dif- 
* obedience. Their High Mightineffes infifting, 
* that anlefs very fufficient Excufes are made, their 
* Orders fhall inftantly be obferved without any 
* further Lofs of Time. That Deputation is arri- 
* ved here, as likewife the Deputies from the other 
‘ Admiralties; notwithftanding this, the Aoifter: 
‘ dam Admiralty have asked of their High Migh- 
‘ tineffes by Letter, dated the 29th of the fa 
* Menth, at what Place they will have the faid 
* Veffel from Marfeilles, and the others from the 
* Mediterranean be burned ; feeing that where thofe 
* Ships are anchored at prefent, there is vo Room 
* for fach an Execution, without incurring Damage 
* tothe Navigation inthe River, The Admiralty 
* likewife reprefent, that probably thofe Veffele 
6 draw upwards of 16 Feet Water, and though 
* Fire be put tothem, they will burn only tot 
* Water Edge, and the Sea penetrating the Ruins, 
* would extinguifh the Fire, and carry great Quan: 
* tity of the undamaged Cargoes to Shore, which 
* might {pread the Infeftion, notwithftanding all 
* the Precautions afed by their High Mightincfles 
* to prevent it: And befides, the Kdwaicalty defire
